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Freedom v«. Slavery. 


Such are the two great elemsnts of polit- 


ical power DOW contending for the auprem- 
acy in the federal government. One di- 
rectfy opposite the other in all that consti- 
tutes the true essentials of human society 
or of human government. 
Between the 


two there ever has, and there ever will be, 
an irwpreaaibte conflict until freedom shall 
be recognized by tho American people as it 
was by the Fathers ; the only national in- 
stitution of the Republic. This strife be- 
tween the two systems is nothing more than 
the natural result from a contact of such 
opposing principles. Slavery degrades and 
brutalizes man and denya his inherent and 
natural rights. Freedom elevates and en- 
nobles tho human race and grants man his 
inalienable right of life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. Freedom is the very 
"TJosia and bulwark of an enlightened and 
powerful government. Slavery undermines 
and degrades a nation into a state of bru- 
tality and barbarism. 


The history of all past empires and re- 


publics affords incontrovertible proof, of 
this position. The Roman empire owed its 
greatness and power to the iuatitutioi s of 
human liberty — its downfall to their dtgra 
dation by the instituting of human slavery 
Let us then learn wisdom from the experi- 
ence of the post. Our own country has 
within itself the seeda of dissolution. The 
slave statea of the south, the moat genial in 
climate and the most fertile and productive 
of any portion of the American continent, 
owing to the blight of human slavery, are 
the weakest in internal strength and resour- 
ces of any part of the Union. The proof 
of this is to be found in her impoverished 
soil, the degraded and illiterate condition 
of her uou-slaveholding whites, the decreaa 
ed value of her lands, and the sparsity of 
her population. Th« trne remedy for this 
great political evil is its exclusion by the 
American people from the national territo- 
ries by their chosen representatives in the 
federal congress. 
This was the position of 


the fathers of the republic, and of the beat 
and wisest of American statesmen. It s 
the doctrine of the constitution affirmed by 
the supreme court of the United States, by 
repeated decisions, by the earlier judges 
who wero imbued with the principles of the 
revolutions. 


Onr oivn experience then, and tho liisto 


ry of pas.t governments having demoustra 
ted the fact that slavery is the sure and cer- 
tain element of ruin nnu decay, and free 
dam the lulwurk of national power, it be 
comes us is American freemen in this im 
porlunt presidential canvass to cast our 
vote upon the side of human liberty. Th 
strength of nations does not consi.it in 
their immense naval or ntilitary armaments 
but in the intelligence and worth of a free 
and enlipliteued puoplc. Bo with our own 
country the sacred guarantees of the con 
stitution must bo maiulained and our free 
institutions become cttdcarcd to every free- 
man as the sacred pledge of American lib 
erty. Then would this union of states, at- 
tain the highest degree of national prosper- 
ity and kecomn the impregnable fortress o 
freedom upon the broad earth 


The restriction of slavery to the territo- 


ries in the only political remedy left to us 
under the constitution. This was deemed 
tmltidenl to eradicate the evil by Jeftersoi 
and his compeers, and this was their policy 
as'waa acknowledged by Mason, of Va., last 
winter in ihe United Spates Senate. If it 
had been strictly adhered to we should not 
now be compelled to meet this question and 
decide it. Slavery would have died out era 
this in every state in the Union. But the 
policy of the founders ot our government 
ban been changed and we, their descend- 
ants, are compelled to dispose of slavery 
now when it has grown to be a monster 
wrong. Let us not put off the evil d&yt 
bat DM3t it like men and patriots. 
Ac- 


knowledging that we have no power over 
slavery !Q tb« #tate* which have adopted it 


by their local laws, we will insist that 
wherever -the nation has power, outside of 
thest»tes, we will wage an "irrepressible 
pnssibto conflict'' against It in all its forms, 
hoping, while the national government is 
kept from sustaining human bondage, and 
is free from its influence, in the language 
of Patrick Henry, " that the time will come, 
when an opportunity will be offered to abol- 


i this lamentable evil" by all the statea. 


Thus we shall then have a glorious, united, 
happy and FREE REPUBLIC.

THE IMPENDING REVOLUTIONS is EUROPE. 


—The ' Paris correspondent of the New 
York Tribune, in his last letter from the 
French capital, makes the following re- 
marks: 


I need not tell the student of current his- 


ory that Europe is, not on the eve of, but 
already entered into a great revolution. In 
"act, we are but continuing the movement 
if 1848, resuming it, swollen and compli- 
ated by the eastern and Italian side cur- 
ente. 


What tho orthodox powers specially fear 


a Louis Napoleon's independent position 
and the traditionally revolutionary drift of 
France. Louis Napoleon ia no more a 
riend to human rights and free nationality 
liaii Francis Joseph, but he has the im- 
measurable advantage of Francis Joseph of 
being free of traditional entanglements, 
and of being capable At any moment of 
putting himself at the head of the revolu- 
ionary movement, that ia, at the head of 
,he French popular or national idea the 
moment that it is engaged against Europe. 


Note here that Louis Napoleon Bonaparte 


has tnade no remarkable gain of late in 
.ho French popular approvals. I have it 
on curiously better authority than the offi- 
:'ml reports of the Monileur, that his rucep- 
ion at Lyons tho other day was anything 
but enthusiastic. Undoubtedly an immense 
multitude came out to see his progress 
hrough the streets, but any other reed sha- 
ken by the wind would.hava received as 
much applause. As a Napoleonic demon- 
stration the Lyons business was not a suc- 
cess. 


If I was writing a sensation article, in- 


stead of a simple reporter's letter, 1 would 
head it: " The European Coalition against 
France "—the defense coalition, of course. 


The drift of all the official speech mak- 


ing is against this coalition; that is, to 
show the tolly, the futility, of a coalition.— 
Coalition against whom ? Against what ? 
Against France 7 'Maismon Dieu ! France 
is peace itself—longs for, hopes for, believes 
in, dotes on peace. 


The annexation of Savoy and Nice has 


excited suspicion among tho Germans and 
English ; the essential thing aimed nt in alt 
the speeches of this week is to lull this sus- 
picion of French purpose of further terri 
torial conquest.

During the Revolution 
she was a prisoner on board a British ship. 
Shu was educated in her youth under the 
influences of Mahommedun tenets, and al- 
though she united herself many ycnrd ago 
to theMethodiat church, she ever said "thut 
Christ built the first Church in Mecca and 
ho grave was da." 


'For many years past she has been en' 


during with remarkable physical energy, aa 
well a» chrialinn fortitude, the infirmities of 
age. 
And until deprived of her locomotive 


powers, within the last three or four weeks, 
she was ever able to visit her children, 
grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren; 


happy herself, she mot them happy, wel 
cared for and nothing to fear ana dread. 


Uer last weeks and months were spent 


in almost constant communion with Heaven 
for who knew that her Redeemer liveth.— 
Her constant prayer was " if thou wilt—let 
me die—give me that rest that remaineth 
for the people of God." 
Nor did she ex 


pect to take her last journey alone—she 
was hourly expecting some sure, true, and 
Almighty guide or pilot to come for her and 
accompany her safe home. 
Her laat words 


to her daughter, were, " let me see you once 
more—Jesus has come!"—and she died— 
and was buried in a granite sarcophagus.—

"OLD ABE' GETS HIS PATENT.—A land 


Freedom vg. Slavery. 


Such are the two great elements of polit- 


ical power now contending for the suprem- 
acy in the federal government. One di- 
rectly opposite the other in all that consti- 
tutes the true essentials of human society 
or of human government. 
Between the 


two there ever has, and there ever will be, 
an irrepressible conflict until freedom shall 
be recognized by the American people as it 
was by the Fathers; the only national in- 
stitution of the Republic. 
This strife be_- 


tween the two systems is nothing more than 
the natural result from a contact of'such 
opposing principles. Slavery degrades and 
brutalizes man and denys his inherent aud 
natural rights. Freedom elevates and en- 
nobles the human face and grants man his 
inalienable right of life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. Freedom is the very 
"basis and bulwark of an enlightened and 
powerful government. Slavery undermines 
and degrades a nation into a state of bru- 
tality and barbarism. 
" 


The history of all past empires aud re- 


publics affords incontrovertible proof; of 
this position. The Roman empire owed its 
greatness and power to the institutions of 
human liberty—its downfall to their degra- 
dation by the instituting of human slavery. 
Let us then learn wisdom from the experi- 
ence of the past. Our own country has 
within itself.the seeds of dissolution. The 
slave states of the south, the most genial in 
climate and the most fertile and productive 
of any portion of the American continent, 
owing to the blight of human slavery, are 
the weakest in internal strength and resour- 
ces of any part of the Union. The proof 
of this is to be found in her impoverished 
soil, the degraded and illiterate condition 
of her uon-slaveholding whites, the decreas- 
ed value of her lands, and the sparsity of 
her population. Tha true remedy for this 
great political evil is its exclusion by the 
American people from the national territo- 
ries by their chosen representatives in the 
federal congress. 
This was the position of 


the fathers of the republic, and of the best 
and wisest of American statesmen. It is 
the doctrine of the constitution affirmed by 
the supreme court of the United States, by 
repeated decisions, by the earlier judges, 
who were imbued with the principles of the 
revolutions. 


Our own experience th'sn, and the histo- 


ry of pa;:t governments having demonstra- 
ted the fact that slavery is the sure and cer- 
tain element of ruin and decay, and free- 
dom the bulwiirk of national power, it be- 
comes us is American freemen in this im- 
portant presidential canvass to .cast our 
vote upon the side of human liberty. The 
strength of nations does not consist in 
their immense naval or military armaments ; 
but in the intelligence and worth of a free 
aud enli^tteued people. 
So with our own 


country the sacred guarantees of the con- 
stitution must be maintained and our free 
institutions become endeared to every free- 
man as the sacred pledge of American lib- 
erty. Then would this union of states at- 
tain the highest degree of national prosper- 
ity and become the impregnable fortress of 
freedom upon the broad earth. 


The restriction of slavery to the territo- 


ries in the only political remedy left to us, 
uufler the constitution. This was deemed 
sufficient to eradicate the evil by Jefl'erson 
and his compeers, and this was their policy 
as^was acknowledged by Mason, of Va., last 
winter in the United States Senate. If it 
had been strictly adhered to we should not 
now be compelled to meet this question and 
decide it. 
Slavery would have died out ere 


this in every stale in the Union. But the 
policy of the founders of our government 
has been changed and we, their descend- 
ants, are compelled to dispose of slavery 
now when it has grown to be a monster 
wrong. Let us not put off the evil day> 
bat meat it like men and patriots. 
Ac-

slavery in the States which have adopted it

THE IMPENDING; REVOLUTIONS IN EUROPE. 


—The "Paris correspondent of the New 
York Tribune, in his last letter from, the 
French capital, makes the following re- 
marks : 


I need not tell the student of current his- 


tory that Europe is, not on the eve of, but 
already entered into a great revolution. In 
fact, we are. but continuing the movement 
of 1848, resuming it, swollen and compli- 
cated by the eastern and. Italian side cur- 
rents. 


What the orthodox powers specially fear 


is Louis Napoleon's independent position 
and the traditionally revolutionary drift of 
France. Louis Napoleon is no more a 
friend .to human rights and free nationality 
than Francis Joseph, but he has the: im- 
measurable advantage of Francis Joseph of 
being free of traditipnal entanglements, 
and of being capable'at any moment of 
putting himself at the head of the revolu- 
tionary movement, that is, at the head of 
the French popular or national idea the 
moment that.it is engaged against Europe.

Freedom v«. Slavery. 


Such are the two great elemsnts of polit- 


ical power DOW contending for the auprem- 
acy in the federal government. One di- 
rectfy opposite the other in all that consti- 
tutes the true essentials of human society 
or of human government. 
Between the 


two there ever has, and there ever will be, 
an irwpreaaibte conflict until freedom shall 
be recognized by tho American people as it 
was by the Fathers ; the only national in- 
stitution of the Republic. This strife be- 
tween the two systems is nothing more than 
the natural result from a contact of such 
opposing principles. Slavery degrades and 
brutalizes man and denya his inherent and 
natural rights. Freedom elevates and en- 
nobles tho human race and grants man his 
inalienable right of life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. Freedom is the very 
"TJosia and bulwark of an enlightened and 
powerful government. Slavery undermines 
and degrades a nation into a state of bru- 
tality and barbarism. 


The history of all past empires and re- 


publics affords incontrovertible proof, of 
this position. The Roman empire owed its 
greatness and power to the iuatitutioi s of 
human liberty — its downfall to their dtgra 
dation by the instituting of human slavery 
Let us then learn wisdom from the experi- 
ence of the post. Our own country has 
within itself the seeda of dissolution. The 
slave statea of the south, the moat genial in 
climate and the most fertile and productive 
of any portion of the American continent, 
owing to the blight of human slavery, are 
the weakest in internal strength and resour- 
ces of any part of the Union. The proof 
of this is to be found in her impoverished 
soil, the degraded and illiterate condition 
of her uou-slaveholding whites, the decreaa 
ed value of her lands, and the sparsity of 
her population. Th« trne remedy for this 
great political evil is its exclusion by the 
American people from the national territo- 
ries by their chosen representatives in the 
federal congress. 
This was the position of 


the fathers of the republic, and of the beat 
and wisest of American statesmen. It s 
the doctrine of the constitution affirmed by 
the supreme court of the United States, by 
repeated decisions, by the earlier judges 
who wero imbued with the principles of the 
revolutions. 


Onr oivn experience then, and tho liisto 


ry of pas.t governments having demoustra 
ted the fact that slavery is the sure and cer- 
tain element of ruin nnu decay, and free 
dam the lulwurk of national power, it be 
comes us is American freemen in this im 
porlunt presidential canvass to cast our 
vote upon the side of human liberty. Th 
strength of nations does not consi.it in 
their immense naval or ntilitary armaments 
but in the intelligence and worth of a free 
and enlipliteued puoplc. Bo with our own 
country the sacred guarantees of the con 
stitution must bo maiulained and our free 
institutions become cttdcarcd to every free- 
man as the sacred pledge of American lib 
erty. Then would this union of states, at- 
tain the highest degree of national prosper- 
ity and kecomn the impregnable fortress o 
freedom upon the broad earth 


The restriction of slavery to the territo- 


ries in the only political remedy left to us 
under the constitution. This was deemed 
tmltidenl to eradicate the evil by Jeftersoi 
and his compeers, and this was their policy 
as'waa acknowledged by Mason, of Va., last 
winter in ihe United Spates Senate. If it 
had been strictly adhered to we should not 
now be compelled to meet this question and 
decide it. Slavery would have died out era 
this in every state in the Union. But the 
policy of the founders ot our government 
ban been changed and we, their descend- 
ants, are compelled to dispose of slavery 
now when it has grown to be a monster 
wrong. Let us not put off the evil d&yt 
bat DM3t it like men and patriots. 
Ac- 


knowledging that we have no power over 
slavery !Q tb« #tate* which have adopted it 


by their local laws, we will insist that 
wherever -the nation has power, outside of 
thest»tes, we will wage an "irrepressible 
pnssibto conflict'' against It in all its forms, 
hoping, while the national government is 
kept from sustaining human bondage, and 
is free from its influence, in the language 
of Patrick Henry, " that the time will come, 
when an opportunity will be offered to abol- 


i this lamentable evil" by all the statea. 


Thus we shall then have a glorious, united, 
happy and FREE REPUBLIC.

THE IMPENDING REVOLUTIONS is EUROPE. 


—The ' Paris correspondent of the New 
York Tribune, in his last letter from the 
French capital, makes the following re- 
marks: 


I need not tell the student of current his- 


ory that Europe is, not on the eve of, but 
already entered into a great revolution. In 
"act, we are but continuing the movement 
if 1848, resuming it, swollen and compli- 
ated by the eastern and Italian side cur- 
ente. 


What tho orthodox powers specially fear 


a Louis Napoleon's independent position 
and the traditionally revolutionary drift of 
France. Louis Napoleon ia no more a 
riend to human rights and free nationality 
liaii Francis Joseph, but he has the im- 
measurable advantage of Francis Joseph of 
being free of traditional entanglements, 
and of being capable At any moment of 
putting himself at the head of the revolu- 
ionary movement, that ia, at the head of 
,he French popular or national idea the 
moment that it is engaged against Europe. 


Note here that Louis Napoleon Bonaparte 


has tnade no remarkable gain of late in 
.ho French popular approvals. I have it 
on curiously better authority than the offi- 
:'ml reports of the Monileur, that his rucep- 
ion at Lyons tho other day was anything 
but enthusiastic. Undoubtedly an immense 
multitude came out to see his progress 
hrough the streets, but any other reed sha- 
ken by the wind would.hava received as 
much applause. As a Napoleonic demon- 
stration the Lyons business was not a suc- 
cess. 


If I was writing a sensation article, in- 


stead of a simple reporter's letter, 1 would 
head it: " The European Coalition against 
France "—the defense coalition, of course. 


The drift of all the official speech mak- 


ing is against this coalition; that is, to 
show the tolly, the futility, of a coalition.— 
Coalition against whom ? Against what ? 
Against France 7 'Maismon Dieu ! France 
is peace itself—longs for, hopes for, believes 
in, dotes on peace. 


The annexation of Savoy and Nice has 


excited suspicion among tho Germans and 
English ; the essential thing aimed nt in alt 
the speeches of this week is to lull this sus- 
picion of French purpose of further terri 
torial conquest.

Uer last weeks and months were spent 


in almost constant communion with Heaven 
for who knew that her Redeemer liveth.— 
Her constant prayer was " if thou wilt—let 
me die—give me that rest that remaineth 
for the people of God." 
Nor did she ex 


pect to take her last journey alone—she 
was hourly expecting some sure, true, and 
Almighty guide or pilot to come for her and 
accompany her safe home. 
Her laat words 


to her daughter, were, " let me see you once 
more—Jesus has come!"—and she died— 
and was buried in a granite sarcophagus.—

WILLIAM ZUILL. 


The very large concourse of neighbors 


and friends, who attended the funeral of 
this gentleman, in the town of Johnstown, 
on Saturday last, as well as the attendance 
of persons from this city, and Walworth 
county, attested the high estimation in which 
he was held while living, and the universal 
regret at his loss. 


Mr. Znill was a native of Kippen, near 


Sterling, in Scotland. He came to this 
country in the year 1844—had resided in 
this county for the last sixteen years—and 
when the accident happened which ended 
his days, he was but little more than thirty- 
four years of age. 
Under these circumstan- 


ces his sadden summons to eternity, came 
with peculiar severity, upon those in whose 
midst he had so long resided ; and the sol- 
emn tones of the funeral bell as the cortege 
proceeded from his late residence to the 
church, near which his remains were to be 
deposited, gave to tiie scene an impressive 
solemnity. At the church a few appropri- 
ate remarks were made by the Bev. Mr. 
Walker, after which the . friends of the de- 
ceased took their last look upon his face, 
and then his remains were borne to the 
grave, and laid by the side of those of his 
Father—there to remain until the last trump 
shall wake him back to life again. 


Mr. Znill, as your readers are aware, had 


been in attendance upon the Walworth 
County Fair and was among the injured at 
the fatal collision which occurred at Dele- 


van, 
on Friday the 14th inst. After the ac- 


cident faint hopes were entertained of his 
recover}-, bnt his injuries proved to be of 
such a nature as to defy the best medical 
skill, and on the morning of the 20th he 
breathed his lust. 


In speaking of the important loss which 


those who were near and dear to him have 
sustained, words are powerless for comfort. 
Time alone can minister to the stricken 
heart and reconcile it to its bereavement. 


But yet the severity of the blow, is soft- 


ened in the knowledge that he was an ex- 
emplary Christian, a tender husband and an 
affectionate father; while his character and 
his virtues, as a quiet and unassuming gen- 
tleman, a kind neighbor, a warm friend and 
active and enterprising man, will endear 
his memory to those who have enjoyed his 
acquaintance in the every day intercourse 
of life. 


By his energy and industry, Mr. Zuill had 


acquired a competency. So far as this 
world's goods are concerned, he had gather- 
ed every thing around him his heart could 
wish. Bat unlike many of that class he 
never lost that better part of man—his 
kindness of heart. On all occasions, he 
was ready to minister to the wants of the 
distressed, and in every p.ublic enterprise— 
particularly that which had for its object 
the advancement of the agricultural inter- 
ests of the country—he was among the 
foremost and most liberal of contributors ; 
and in this behalf his loss will be severely 
felt in the county in which he resided. 


Mr. Znill has left a wife and two little 


children to mourn his departure. Unlike 
many, they will not be thrown upon the cold 
charities of the world for protection. But 
the legacy he has left his children in his 
virtues, and his character as a man, are far 
better than the title-deed's to the lands he 
owned. As they grow up, they will learn 
with pleasure of the estimation in which 
their father was held in the community in 
which he lived, while their mother will 
point with pride to him as their esamplar. 
In after years, the changes of time, and re- 
verses of fortune, may perchance wrest 
from their hands the property their father 
had accumulated and left behind him ; but 
no combination of circumstances, no shift- 
ing changes of time, can rob them of that 
other legacy he has left them—his reputa- 
tion as a good and honest man. The grass 
will grow green upon his grave—the gentle 
winds of summer will fan it into life—the 
snows of winter will cover it, and the wild 
storm howl around it,—but still ever and 
always, up from that grave, to his children, 
will come a ''still small voice/' whispering 
in the ear of each—" do your duty in life, 
be honest and good, be kind to yonr neigh- 


bor, 
be kind to your mother, and meet me 


at last in my beautiful home in Heaven."

France. Louis Napoleon is no more a 
friend to human rights and free nationality 
than Francis Joseph, but he has the im- 
measurable advantage of Francis Joseph of 
being free of traditional entanglements, 
and of bning capable at any moment of 


himself at the head of the revolu- 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24.

Slavery undermines 
and degrades a nation into a state of bru- 
tality and barbarism. 


The history of all past empires and re- 


publics affords incontrovertible proof of 
this position. The Roman empire owed its 
grc-atiie* and power to the institutions of 
human liberty—its downfall to their degra- 
dation by the instituting of human slavery. 
Let us then learu wisdom from the experi- 
ence of the past. Our own country has 
vnthin itself the seeds of dissolution. The 
slave states of the south, the most genial in 
climate and the most fertile and productive 
of any portion of the American continent, 
ov.'intr to the blight of human slavery, ave 
the weakest in internal strength and resour- 
ces of any part of the Union. The proof 
of this is to be found in her impoverished 
soil, the degraded and illiterate condition 
of her non-slaveholding whites, the decreas- 
ed value of her lands, and the sparsity of 
her population. The true remedy for this 
great political evil is its exclusion by the 
American people from the national territo- 
ries Ly their chosen representatives in the 
federal congress. 
This was the position of 


the fathers of the republic, and of the best 
and wisest of American statesmen. 
It is 


the doctrine of the constitution affirmed by 
the supreme court of the United States, by 
repeated decisions, by the earlier judges, 
who were imbued with the principles of the 
revolutions. 


Our own experience then, and the histo- 


ry of past governments having demonstra- 
ted the fact that slavery is the sure and cer- 
tain element of ruin and decay, aud free- 
dom the bulwark of national power, it be- 
comes us as American freemen in this im- 
portant presidential canvass to cast our 
vote upon the side of human liberty. The 
strength of nations does not consist iri 
their immense naval or military armaments; 
but in the intelligence and worth of a free 
aud enlightened people. 
So with our own 


country the sacred guarantees of the con- 
stitution must be maintained and our free 
institutions be'come endeared to every free- 
man as the sacred pledge of American lib- 
erty. Then would this union of states at- 
tain the highest degree of national prosper- 
ity and become the impregnable fortress of 
freedom upon the broad earth. 


The restriction of slavery to the territo- 


ries is the only political remedy left to us, 
under the constitution. This was deemed 
sufficient to eradicate the evil by Jefierson

The very large concourse of neighbors 


and friends, who attended the funeral of 
this gentleman, in the town of Johnstown, 
on Saturday last, as well as the attendance 
of persons from this city, and Walworth 
county, attested the high estimation in which 
he was held while living, and the universal 
regret at his loss. 


Mr. Zuill was a native of Kippen, near 


Sterling, iu Scotland. 
He came to this 


country in the year 1844—had resided in 
this county for the last sixteen years—and 
when the accident happened which ended 
his days, he was but little more than thirty- 
four years of age. 
Under these circumstan- 


ces his sudden summons to eternity, came 
with peculiar seventy, upon those in whose 
midst he had so long resided; and the sol- 
emn tones of the funeral bell as the cortege 
proceeded from his late residence to the 
church, near which his remains were to be 
deposited, gave to the scene an impressive 
solemnity. At the church a few appropri- 
ate remarks were made by the Rev. Mr. 
Walker, after which the friends of the de- 
ceased took their last look upon his face, 
and then his remains were borne to fie 
grave, and laid by the side of those of his 
Father—there to remain until the last trump 
shall wake him back to life again. 


Mr. Zuill, as your readers are aware, had 


been in attendance 
upon the Walworth 


County Fair and was among the injured at 
the fatal collision which, occurred at Dele- 
\-an, on Friday the 14th inst. After the ac- 
cident faint hopes were entertained of his 
recovery, but his injuries proved to be of 
such a nature as to defy the best medical 
skill, and on the morning of the 20th he 
breathed his last. 


la speaking of the important loss which 


those who were near and dear to him have 
sustained, words are powerless for comfort. 
Time alone can minister to the stricken 
heart and reconcile it to its bereavement. 


But yet the severity of the blow, is soft- 


ened in the knowledge that he was an ex- 
emplary Christian, a tender husband and an 
affectionate father; while his character and 
his virtues, as a quiet and unassuming gen- 
tleman, a kind neighbor, a warm friend and 
active and enterprising man, will endear 
his memory to those who have enjoyed his 
acquaintance in the every day intercourse 
of life. 


By his energy and industry, Mr. Zuill had 


acquired a competency. So far as this 
world's goods are concerned, he had gather- 
ed every thing around him his heart could 
wish. But unlike many of that class he 
never lost that better part of man—kin 
kindness of heart. On all occasions, he 
was ready to minister to the wants of the 
distressed, and in every public enterprise— 
particularly that which had for its object 
the advancement of the agricultural inter- 
ests of the country—he was among the 
foremost and most liberal of contributors; 
and in this behalf his loss will be severely 
felt in the county in which he resided. 


Mr. Zuill has left a wife and two little 


children to mourn his departure. Unlike 
many, they will not be thrown upon the cold 
charities of the world for protection. 
But 


the legacy he has left his children in his 
virtues, and his character as a man, are far 
better than the title-deeds to the lands he 
owned. As they grow up, they will learn 
with pleasure of the estimation in which 
their father was held in the community in 
which he lived, while their mother will 
point with pride to him as their examplar. 
In after years, the changes of time, and re- 
verses of fortune, may perchance wrest 
from their hands the property their father 
had accumulated and left behind him ; but 
no combination of circumstances, no shift- 
ing changes of time, can rob them of that 
other legacy he has left them—his reputa- 
tion as a good and honest man. The grass 
will grow green upon bis grave—the gentle 
winds of summer will fan it into life—the 
snows of winter will cover it, and the wild 
storm howl around it,—but still ever and 
always, up from that grave, to his children, 
will come a " still small voice," whispering 
in the ear of each—" c.o your duty in life, 
be honest and good, be kind to your neigh- 
bor, be kind to yonr mo\her, and meet me 
at last in my beautiful home in Heaven."
